Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

1  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  financial  affairs  of  The  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1958. 

The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  1953  (Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
2  Elizabeth  II,  Chap.  73),  provided  for  the  federation  of  the  Municipalities  in  the  Toronto  Metro¬ 
politan  Area  for  certain  financial  and  other  purposes.  By  this  Act  the  inhabitants  of  the  following 
Municipalities  were  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  “The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto” : 

City  of  Toronto 

Township  of  East  York  Town  of  New  Toronto 

Township  of  Etobicoke  Township  of  North  York 

Village  of  Forest  Hill  Township  of  Scarborough 

Town  of  Leaside  Village  of  Swansea 

Village  of  Long  Branch  Town  of  Weston 

Town  of  Mimico  Township  of  York 

The  above  Municipalities  are  referred  to  in  this  report  as  the  “Area  Municipalities”  and  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  as  the  “Metropolitan  Corporation”. 

In  previous  Reports  the  administrative  organization,  functions  and  powers  of  the  Metropoltan 
Corporation,  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  (as  set  out  in 
The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto,  Act,  1953)  were  described  in  considerable  detail.  In 
this  Report  such  information  in  this  regard  is  given  only  to  the  extent  required  to  provide  a  proper 
understanding  of  1958  operations.

In  abatement  of  the  above  expenses  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  received  $356,223  from  the 
Provincial  Government  ($312,739  for  policing  services  to  liquor  outlets,  and  $43,484  for  10%  subsidy 
on  pension  plan  contributions  and  workmen’s  compensation  awards  in  respect  of  police  officers). 

Other  Revenues  amounted  to  $5,316,339  including  $2,956,560  from  Court  Fines  and  Fees, 
$1,098,470  from  Parking  Violation  Tags,  $721,000  from  General  Licenses  issued  by  the  Licensing 
Commission,  $87,336  from  sundry  revenues  of  the  Police  Commission,  $5,895  from  Permit  Fees 
collected  by  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Division  of  Works  Department,  $373,025  received  by  way  of 
surplus  fees  and  the  County’s  share  of  expenses  of  the  Registry  and  Land  Titles  Offices,  and  $36,028 
from  the  County  of  York  in  respect  of  the  County’s  share  of  Administration  of  Justice  expenses. 
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Capital  expenditures  in  the  year  amounted  to  $963,223  including  $329,270  for  payments  on 
account  of  the  following  completed  works — the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Jail  Extension,  the  new 
Juvenile  and  Family  Court,  and  additional  Police  Stations  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  area;  $403,847 
for  the  acquisition  of  sites  for  a  new  magistrates’  court  and  police  buildings;  and  $229,831  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  public  morgue  from  the  City  of  Toronto.  The  total  cost  of  the  Jail  Extension  was 
approximately  $2,043,000  towards  which  the  Provincial  Government  has  contributed  its  agreed 
maximum  grant  of  $1,000,000. 


Health  and  Welfare  (See  Pages  60  and  64) 

Though  the  term  Health  has  been  adopted  as  part  of  the  caption  for  the  classification  of  ex¬ 
penditures  herein,  it  should  be  noted  that  as  a  Metropolitan  function  it  refers  generally  to  hospitaliza¬ 
tion,  rather  than  Public  Health  services  such  as  medical  and  dental  services,  public  health  nursing, 
food  inspection,  etc.  which  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Municipalities. 

Approximately  50%  of  hospitalization  net  expenditures  in  1958  of  $4,264,514  was  a  statutory 
obligation  with  respect  to  indigent  patients.  The  balance  was  made  up  of  grants  to  hospitals  of 
$1,945,577  ($715,577  on  account  of  operating  deficits  and  $1,230,000  as  aid  in  building  construction), 
net  cost  of  $213,694  on  operation  of  Riverdale  Hospital,  $13,010  re  transportation  and  certification  of 
mental  patients,  and  administrative  costs  of  $69,972. 

Riverdale  Hospital  became  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  on  January  1,  1957,  under 

the  Corporation’s  authority  to  establish  and  operate  a  public  hospital  and  an  isolation  hospital. 

Alterations  and  renovations  to  two  buildings  will  be  substantially  completed  in  1959  at  an  approximate 
cost  of  $400,000,  to  be  met  by  a  Provincial  grant  of  $98,633  and  $301,367  by  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration.  Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  for  the  demolition  of  the  remainder 
of  the  existing  buildings  and  the  construction  of  a  single  building  providing  632  beds,  to  commence 

in  1959,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $4,685,000,  to  be  met  by  a  Provincial  grant  of  $1,970,125,  a  Federal 

grant  of  $1,338,125,  and  $1,376,750  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 

Payments  to  Children’s  Aid  Societies  amounted  to  $3,477,832,  of  which  $3,138,320  represented 
payments  in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements.  This  cost  was  abated  by  recoveries  of  $43,730 
from  parents  and  grants  of  $1,346,404  from  the  Provincial  Government  based  upon  40%  of  the  net 
expenditure  established  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  rate.  Administrative  costs  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Division  for  1958  amounted  to  $43,524. 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  statutorily  required  to  erect  and  maintain  Homes  for  the  Aged 
and  is  empowered  to  do  so  either  within  or  outside  the  Metropolitan  Area.  In  1958  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  operated  three  Homes  for  the  Aged,  viz.,  “Lambert  Lodge”  and  “Hilltop  Acres”  in  the 
City  of  Toronto  and  “Greenacres”  located  at  Newmarket,  Ontario,  with  a  total  capacity  of  1,537 
beds.  Gross  expenditure  amounted  to  $3,006,764,  and  after  recoveries  of  $962,341  from  residents, 
$76,036  sundry  revenues,  and  $1,364,475  from  Provincial  Government  Grants,  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  was  responsible  for  raising  $603,912  by  levy  against  the  Area  Municipalities.  Construc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  home,  “Kipling  Acres”  in  Etobicoke,  for  265  persons  was  substantially  completed  in 
1958  and  the  admittance  of  residents  commenced  on  May  4,  1959.  In  addition,  sites  have  been 
acquired  in  North  York  and  Scarborough  for  homes  each  having  a  capacity  of  250. 

binder  the  auspices  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited  formed  in  1954, 
apartments  have  been  built  for  elderly  persons  of  limited  means,  viz: — Westacres  (128  suites)  in 
Etobicoke  completed  in  1957,  and  Northacres  (128  suites)  in  North  York  and  Scarborough  Acres 
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(16  suites)  in  Scarborough  completed  in  1958.  A  larger  project  (405  suites)  incorporating  a  high  rise 
building  is  now  under  construction  in  the  City  of  Toronto  and  should  be  completed  by  December  1959. 
Other  projects,  Scarborough  (200  suites  and  160  suites),  City  of  Toronto  (42  suites),  Etobicoke  (32 
suites),  and  Westacres  (additional  96  suites)  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  and 
will  be  commenced  in  1959  or  early  1960. 

The  capital  cost  of  each  of  the  Housing  Company’s  projects  is  financed  mainly  by  a  first  mortgage 
loan  made  under  The  National  Housing  Act  through  the  agency  of  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation  of  up  to  90%  of  the  lending  value  of  the  project  as  determined  by  that  Corporation.  In 
addition,  the  Province  of  Ontario  makes  a  grant  under  The  Elderly  Persons’  Housing  Aid  Act  at  the 
rate  of  $500.00  per  suite  or  50%  of  that  part  of  the  capital  cost  which  is  not  financed  by  the  mortgage 
loan,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  The  Metropolitan  Corporation  provides  temporary  financing  during 
construction  pending  receipt  of  the  mortgage  advances  and  the  Provincial  grant,  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  capital  cost  exceeds  these  receipts  (but  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  specifically  authorized  by 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation)  the  balance  remains  as  a  permanent  advance  to  the  Housing  Company 
bearing  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  the  mortgage  loan.  At  the  expiry  of  the  mortgage  loan,  the 
permanent  advance  is  discharged  by  transfer  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  title  in  the  land 
and  premises  of  the  project  for  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

The  total  capital  cost  of  the  Northacres  apartments  in  North  York  of  approximately  $911,000  is 
being  financed,  in  accordance  with  the  above,  on  the  basis  of  a  mortgage  loan  of  $648,783,  a  Provincial 
grant  of  $64,000,  and  a  permanent  advance  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  the  balance  of  $198,21 7. 
Similarly  the  total  capital  cost  of  Scarborough  Acres  amounting  to  approximately  $120,000  is  being 
financed  by  a  mortgage  loan  of  $84,000,  a  Provincial  Grant  of  $8,000,  and  a  permanent  advance  by 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  the  balance  of  $28,000. 

The  projects  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited  are  subsidized  by  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  realty  taxes  in  excess  of  $25.00  per  suite  per  year,  which 
resulted  in  an  expenditure  of  $7,674  in  1958.  In  conformity  with  this  policy  the  Metropolitan  Council 
has  approved  the  assumption  and  payment  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  realty  taxes  in  excess 
of  $25.00  a  suite,  amounting  to  $2,852  in  1958,  in  respect  of  accommodation  provided  under  The 
National  Housing  Act  by  Canadian  Legion  Toronto  Homes  in  North  York  (48  suites)  for  elderly 
veterans. 

Provision  was  also  made  in  1958  for  a  realty  tax  subsidy  of  $9,338  by  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration  towards  the  cost  of  providing  low  income  rental  housing  by  The  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Housing  Authority  in  co-operation  with  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments  at  Lawrence  Heights 
in  North  York. 

Section  214c  of  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  as  amended,  which  came  into 
force  on  January  1,  1957,  empowers  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  make  annual  grants  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  in  the  aggregate  $250,000  in  any  one  year  to  institutions,  associations  and  persons  carrying 
on  or  engaged  in  works  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  for  the  general  advantage 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  and  for  which  grant  or  grants  there  is  no  express  authority 
provided  by  any  other  act.  Grants  of  this  nature,  to  organizations  with  Health  and  Welfare  functions 
amounted  in  1958  to  $91,489,  including  $10,000  to  The  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
$15,000  to  the  Society  for  Crippled  Civilians,  and  $12,500  to  the  St.  Elizabeth  Visiting  Nurses’ 
Association.  Further  grants  under  this  statutory  authority  are  classified  in  this  report  as  follows: 
Roads — $1,500,  Recreation  and  Community  Services — $127,736,  and  Unclassified — $5,979. 
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In  accordance  with  the  practice  adopted  in  1956,  and  as  empowered  by  Section  1 12a  of  The  Muni¬ 
cipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  as  amended,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  also  made  a  grant 
of  $50,000  to  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  toward  the  cost  of  providing  free  transportation  for 
blind  persons  and  war  amputees. 

General  administrative  costs  of  the  Welfare  and  Housing  Department  amounted  to  $64,149  in 
1958. 

Roads  (See  Pages  61  and  64) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  only  for  roads  designated  as  part  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Roads  System  and  generally  speaking  these  roads  are  major  traffic  arteries. 

Current  expenditures  in  1958  amounted  to  $7,648,196  of  which  $5,525,021  was  for  maintenance 
and  $2,123,175  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  maintenance  expenditures  of  $5,525,021  include  $504,588  for  items  of  a  capital 
nature  and  $424,940  for  the  Corporation’s  share  of  operating  costs  of  the  Toronto  and  York  Roads 
Commission,  (25%  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  costs  of  County  Roads,  and  a  portion  of 
administrative  expenses). 

The  Provincial  Grant  of  $2,267,942  represents  50%  of  approved  maintenance  expenditures  on 
roads.  Such  approved  expenditures  exclude  the  Corporation’s  share  of  County  Roads,  cleaning  costs 
and  certain  administrative  expenses. 

Capital  expenditures  on  all  roads  projects  in  1958  were  $13,491,954  of  which  recoveries  (chiefly 
from  the  Provincial  Government)  amounted  to  $7,918,026.  In  order  to  complete  works  now  in 
progress  it  is  estimated  that  future  capital  expenditures  of  $118,648,000  will  be  required  of  which 
approximately  50%  will  be  recovered  by  way  of  Provincial  Government  subsidy.  These  works  include 
the  Frederick  G.  Gardiner  Expressway,  the  Don  Valley  Parkway,  and  improvements  to  Lawrence 
Avenue  East  and  Lawrence  Avenue  West. 

Sewage  System  (See  Pages  61  and  64) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  permanent  sewage  treatment 
plants  and  the  necessary  trunk  sewers  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  sewage.  Current  expenditures 
on  this  account  amounted  to  $5,703,441  in  1958  of  which  $2,584,509  was  for  general  operating  costs 
and  $3,118,932  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt. 

Capital  expenditures  amounted  to  $18,247,294  in  1958.  In  order  to  complete  works  still  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated  that  future  capital  expenditures  of  $43,529,000  will  be 
required  (largely  in  the  next  four  years).  This  estimate  is  made  up  as  follows: 

Sewage  Treatment  Plants — Including  Major  Enlargement  of  Main  Plant 

at  Ashbridge’s  Bay  and  new  Humber  Plant .  $28,350,000 

Trunk  Sewers,  etc. — the  largest  amounts  for  following  trunks: 

(a)  from  Humber  Plant  to  Rockcliffe  Plant; 

(b)  Rockcliffe  Plant  to  Baker  Downs  Plant; 

(c)  Highland  Creek;  and 

(d)  Coxwell  Trunk  to  Sheppard  Avenue  (West  Don) .  15,179,000 

$43,529,000 
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On  July  29,  1958,  the  Metropolitan  Council  approved  of  a  uniform  basis  for  the  collection  of 
sewage  treatment  imposts  by  all  Area  Municipalities.  Existing  agreements  with  Area  Municipalities 
were  to  be  cancelled,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  would  assume  the  cost  of  construction  of  certain 
sewage  works,  and  individual  agreements  would  be  entered  into  with  all  the  Area  Municipalities. 
From  and  after  August  1,  1958,  the  Area  Municipalities  would  agree  not  to  approve  the  subdivision 
of  any  lands  lying  within  their  boundaries  unless  and  until  the  subdivider  paid  or  agreed  to  pay  to  the 
Area  Municipality  the  following  amounts  in  respect  of  such  lands  for  sewage  facilities: 

$2.50  per  foot  frontage  for  residential  lands  and  commercial  lands,  other  than 
shopping  centres; 

$250.00  per  acre  for  all  industrial  lands  and  commercial  lands  designated  as 
shopping  centres; 

$50.00  per  unit  for  multiple-occupancy  dwellings  plus  $545.00  per  acre  for  any 
lands  upon  which  such  dwellings  are  to  be  erected. 

Such  agreements  provide  that  all  imposts  are  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
to  constitute  a  special  fund  to  provide  firstly,  for  the  payment  of  any  undebentured  amount  of  the 
capital  cost  of  sewage  works  and/or  secondly,  for  the  repayment  of  the  debentures,  if  any,  issued  by 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  the  construction  of  sewage  works  as  approved  by  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Board  as  capital  expenditures.  To  date,  most  of  the  Area  Municipalities  have  entered 
into  such  agreements  with  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  the  exceptions  being  two  of  the  smaller 
municipalities  which  are  substantially  built  up. 

Administration  General  (See  Pages  61  and  65) 

Expenditures  of  $3,387,193  under  this  heading  represent  the  cost  of  overall  administration 
exclusive  of  such  costs  specifically  relating  to  the  services  previously  discussed.  Of  the  total  ex¬ 
penditure,  53%  was  required  for  assessment  of  properties  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area, 
for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  exclusively  responsible  under  the  Act.  The  balance  is 
made  up  of  costs  for  general  administrative  Departments  such  as  Treasury,  Audit,  Legal,  and  Clerk’s, 
as  well  as  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Board  and  sundry  other  expenses.  Revenues  of 
$184,943  including  the  general  administrative  charge  of  $100,000  to  waterworks  operations  have 
been  considered  as  an  abatement  of  the  costs  of  administration. 

While  most  of  the  accommodation  required  for  the  administrative  work  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  is  at  present  rented  at  various  locations,  the  Municipal  Building  of  the  County  of 
York,  located  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  was  purchased  during  1954  and  is  used  chiefly  for  Council  and 
Committee  meetings  and  related  administrative  offices.  Debenture  Debt  charges  in  respect  of  this 
building  amounted  to  $29,661.  Eventually,  Metropolitan  Departments  will  be  centralized  in  a  pro¬ 
posed  new  Municipal  Building. 

Recreation  and  Community  Services  (See  Pages  62  and  66) 

Current  expenditures  in  1958  for  Recreation  and  Community  Services  amounted  to  $1,394,690 
of  which  $483,128  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture 
debt.  Included  in  current  expenditures  is  $160,897  for  expenditures  on  Parks  of  a  capital  nature, 
i.e.  improvements  to  buildings,  new  buildings  and  equipment,  parkland  development,  etc.  Revenues 
from  rentals,  green  fees,  concessions,  etc.  amounted  to  $198,720. 
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Grants  aggregating  $155,736  have  been  classified  under  this  caption,  including  $30,000  to  The 
Art  Gallery  of  Toronto,  $20,000  to  The  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra,  $18,000  to  The  National 
Ballet  Guild  of  Canada,  $12,000  to  The  Opera  Festival  Association  of  Toronto,  and  $25,000  to  The 
Toronto  Public  Library  Board  for  the  reference  library. 

Park  lands  under  the  control  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  at  present  approximate  2,433  acres 
and  include  the  Toronto  Islands  (the  assumption  of  the  Island  lands  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
is  subject  to  the  expiry  or  purchase  of  existing  leases),  Don  Valley  Golf  Course,  Humber  Valley  Golf 
Course,  Riverdale  Zoo,  and  flood  plain  lands  acquired  by  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region 
Conservation  Authority  in  the  Highland  Creek,  Don  River,  and  Humber  River  Valleys.  The  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  has  entered  into  agreements  with  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region 
Conservation  Authority  whereby  the  Authority  obtains  and  registers  in  its  own  name  all  such  lands 
necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  conservation  schemes  with  respect  thereto,  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration  undertakes  to  develop  and  maintain  those  lands  which  it  deems  to  have  park  potential,  and 
the  Authority  retains  control  of  all  other  lands  acquired  by  it  for  the  schemes  including  all  aspects 
of  the  river  channels,  flood  control,  river  protection,  erosion  control,  and  dams  (See  next  section— 
Unclassified). 

Capital  expenditures  in  1958  amounted  to  $688,746,  for  settlements  in  termination  of  Island 
leases,  and  acquisition  and  development  of  lands  for  park  and  recreational  purposes. 


Unclassified  (See  Pages  62  and  66) 

Expenditures  and  revenues  dealt  with  under  this  heading  for  various  reasons  cannot  be  grouped 
for  broad  functional  classification.  In  1958  there  were  five  principal  items  in  this  category,  namely 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  annual  levy  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region 
Conservation  Authority,  financial  items,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  cost  with  respect  to  the  Civil 
Defence  Organization,  certain  grants,  and  the  expenditure  on  winter  works  employment  programs. 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority,  created  on  February  1,  1957, 
is  responsible  for  a  conservation  program  which  embraces  all  natural  resources  including  water,  land, 
forest,  wildlife,  and  recreation,  in  a  total  area  of  950  square  miles  within  Metropolitan  Toronto  and 
adjacent  municipalities.  The  total  net  municipal  levy  of  the  Authority  for  current  purposes  and  for 
capital  purposes  designated  as  for  the  benefit  of  all  constituent  municipalities,  i.e.  after  Provincial 
Government  grants  and  sundry  revenues,  amounted  to  $464,414  in  1958,  of  which  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation’s  share  of  $431,092  was  met  as  a  current  expense.  In  addition,  the  net  costs  after 
Provincial  Government  grants,  of  certain  conservation  schemes  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration  has  been  designated  the  sole  benefitting  municipality  amounting  to  $184,349  in  1958,  were 
met  as  capital  expenditures  and  it  is  estimated  that  such  net  expenditures  in  the  future  of  $3,441,000 
will  be  required  to  complete  the  projects  now  in  progress  or  scheduled  for  commencement  in  1959. 

Financial  items  amounted  to  $543,656.  This  amount  represents  mainly  the  cost  of  temporarily 
financing  current  expenditures  pending  payments  from  the  Area  Municipalities  on  account  of  the 
Metropolitan  levy  and  capital  expenditures  for  Metropolitan  works  pending  debenture  issuance, 
and  a  provision  of  $100,000  for  the  Exchange  Stabilization  Reserve.  It  should  be  noted  that  this 
amount  includes  temporary  interest  costs  in  connection  with  the  current  expenditure  of  the  Metro- 
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politan  School  Board  and  capital  advances  to  the  local  Boards  of  Education,  but  does  not  include 
such  costs  with  respect  to  the  operations  of  the  Area  Municipalities,  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission, 
or  the  Metropolitan  waterworks  system.  These  financial  costs  were  partially  offset  by  revenues  of 
$286,036,  made  up  of  $146,318  interest  earned  on  temporary  use  of  funds  on  hand  from  time  to  time, 
and  a  profit  of  $139,718  realized  on  purchase  of  U.S.  funds. 

Expenditures  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Civil  Defence  Organization  in  1958  amounted  to 
$202,691  of  which  $157,273  was  borne  by  the  Eederal  and  Provincial  Governments. 

Grants  amounted  to  $138,541,  including  $35,000  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Convention  and 
Visitor  Association,  $47,562  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Industrial  Commission,  and  $50,000  to  the 
Springhill  Disaster  Relief  Fund. 

On  February  14,  1958,  as  a  measure  to  reduce  unemployment  the  Provincial  Government  made 
known  its  intention  to  reimburse  municipalities  to  the  extent  of  70%  of  direct  labour  costs  (re  employ¬ 
ment  of  persons  not  eligible  for  unemployment  insurance  benefits)  incurred  before  May  31,  1958,  on 
special  municipal  projects  or  works,  other  than  those  which  would  have  normally  been  undertaken 
during  that  period.  The  relative  expenditures  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  (excluding  Water¬ 
works)  amounted  to  $201,839,  against  which  an  amount  of  $125,174  has  been  brought  to  account  as 
a  recovery  from  the  Provincial  Government.  In  view  of  continuing  unemployment,  joint  Federal 
(50%)  and  Provincial  (25%)  assistance  was  given  towards  payroll  costs  of  approved  municipal  works 
carried  out  between  December  1,  1958,  and  May  31,  1959.  Expenditures  under  this  provision  to 
December  31,  1958,  (excluding  Waterworks)  amounted  to  $4,516  towards  which  an  amount  of  $2,627 
has  been  brought  to  account  for  Federal-Provincial  grants.  Further  expenditures  in  1959  in  respect 
of  approved  works  amounted  to  approximately  $131,295  on  current  account,  for  which  grants  of 
$90,667  have  been  claimed. 


Capital  Expenditures  Met  by  Special  2  mill  Levy  (See  Page  63) 

A  special  levy  of  $6,690,221  (equivalent  to  2  mills)  was  made  in  1958  to  provide  funds  to  that 
extent  for  Metropolitan  Corporation  capital  works  and  relieve  debenturing.  This  amount  was 
expended  as  follows: 

$2,592,151  for  road  improvements  and  bridges, 

$1,783,326  for  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  plants, 

$1,575,617  for  police  buildings  and  sites,  including  site  for  proposed  Magistrates’  Court 
and  Police  District  Headquarters  in  Scarborough,  and  acquisition  of  public  morgue 
from  City  of  Toronto, 

$492,458  for  grants  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Children’s  Aid  Society  and  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Toronto  Catholic  Children’s  Aid  Society  for  new  administrative  buildings 
($195,100),  and  permanent  advances  to  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company 
Limited  for  provision  of  accommodation  for  elderly  persons  ($297,358), 

$208,328  for  shore  protection,  acquisition  of  parkland,  and  provision  of  park  amenities,  and 

$38,341  for  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  cost  of  a  conservation  scheme  in 
the  Lower  Humber  Valley. 
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Provincial  Government  Unconditional  Per  Capita  Grant  (See  Page  67) 

By  legislation  enacted  in  1957  the  unconditional  per  capita  grants  to  Municipalities  were  in¬ 
creased  and  made  applicable  to  reduction  of  the  general  tax  levy  on  residential  assessment  only, 
rather  than  to  reduction  of  the  total  general  tax  levy  on  both  residential  and  commercial  assessment 
as  in  prior  years. 

In  the  case  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  the  rate  was  increased  from  $4.00  to  $5.50  per 
capita  and  an  amount  of  $7,385,581  was  received  in  1958  (as  in  1957)  compared  with  $4,982,100  in 
1956.  Any  change  in  the  amount  of  grant  received  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  consequent 
upon  a  7%  change  in  population  since  the  1956  census  as  determined  in  accordance  with  The 
Municipal  Unconditional  Grants  Act. 


Metropolitan  General  Levy  (including  Special  Levy  for  Capital  Purposes)  (See  Page  67) 

In  1958  the  net  amount  (i.e.  after  Provincial  Government  grants  and  other  revenues)  levied 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  other  than  schools  was  $36,267,290.  As  pointed 
out  in  the  previous  section,  under  1957  legislation  the  total  amount  received  from  the  Province  by 
way  of  the  unconditional  per  capita  grant  must  be  used  to  reduce  general  taxation  on  residential 
properties  only.  The  General  Levy  before  deduction  of  this  grant  therefore  must  be  divided  into 
two  levies  in  the  same  proportions  of  the  total  levy  as  residential  property  assessment  and  commercial 
property  assessment  respectively  bear  to  the  total  assessment.  The  1958  general  levies  as  determined 
in  accordance  with  this  legislation  were  as  follows:

*Residential  taxpayers  were  credited  in  1957  with  an  estimated  grant  of  $7,413,477  while  the  actual  amount  received  was 
$7,385,581.  The  over-credit  of  $27,896  was  charged  back  to  the  residential  taxpayers  in  the  1958  levy. 

In  accordance  with  the  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers 
and  pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  the  proportion  of  each  of  these  levies  that  the  assessed 
value  of  residential  or  commercial  property  in  that  municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of 
residential  or  commercial  property  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Under  The  Assessment  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled  to  receive  its  proportion 
of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to  pay  its  share  of  all  tax 
deficiencies.  Included  in  revenues  for  1958  are  supplementary  taxes  amounting  to  $917,185  and  tax 
deficiencies  of  $342,473  are  treated  as  contra  thereto  which  results  in  a  net  revenue  of  $574,712. 
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General  Surplus  (See  Page  40) 

The  Surplus  for  1958  on  general  account  amounted  to  $2,804,964,  (carried  forward  as  a  revenue 
item  to  abate  the  1959  Metropolitan  Levy).  This  arose  to  the  extent  of  $1,789,992  in  expenditure 
accounts  and  to  the  extent  of  $1,014,972  in  revenue  items. 


Education  (See  Pages  63  and  67) 

Gross  expenditures  on  account  of  Education  amounted  to  $54,128,050,  of  which  $45,935,335 
represents  maintenance  assistance  payments  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  to  local  Boards  of 
Education  within  the  Metropolitan  Area  (including  full  costs  re  handicapped  children)  and  $7,820,652 
was  for  principal  and  interest  payments  with  respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Muni¬ 
cipalities  and  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  issued  for  school  purposes. 

Maintenance  assistance  payments  are  made  on  a  per  pupil  basis  of  average  daily  attendance 
according  to  the  type  of  instruction.  In  1958  the  following  rates  applied:  Public  Elementary  $180, 
Academic  Secondary  $300,  Commercial  Secondary  $350,  and  Technical  Secondary  $525,  as  compared 
with  $150,  $250,  $300  and  $400  respectively  in  1957.  Additional  amounts  are  paid  in  respect  of 
handicapped  children  in  special  classes  to  cover  approximate  full  maintenance  costs  in  those  cases. 

Provincial  Government  grants  received  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  amounted  to 
$19,524,381  in  1958.  Each  local  Board  of  Education  applies  for  all  Provincial  grants  but  with  the 
exception  of  any  special  grants  such  as  those  in  respect  of  milk  for  pupils,  night  schools  and  books, 
payments  are  made  to  the  Metropolitan  School  Board.  In  1958  per  pupil  grants  of  $11.00,  $25.00, 
and  $30.00,  for  elementary,  academic  secondary  and  vocational  secondary  pupils  respectively, 
previously  paid  to  Area  School  Boards,  were  transferred  to  the  Metropolitan  School  Board. 

In  1958  the  net  amount  (i.e.  after  Provincial  Government  grants,  previous  year’s  surplus,  etc.) 
levied  for  the  requirements  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  for  principal  and  interest  pay¬ 
ments  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt  was  $33,923,783.  This  levy  of  $33,923,783 
was  made  up  of  $22,422,946  for  Public  School  purposes  and  $11,500,837  for  Secondary  School  purposes. 
In  accordance  with  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy 
against  its  taxpayers  and  pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  a  proportion  of  these  amounts 
determined  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Public  School  purposes — an  amount  representing  the  proportion 
that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  that  municipality 
bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  the  whole 
Metropolitan  Area. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Secondary  School  purposes — an  amount  representing  the  propor¬ 
tion  that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School  purposes  in  that 
municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School 
purposes  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Upon  reference  to  the  statement  on  page  68  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Public  School  levy  was  distributed 
on  an  assessment  of  $3,128,432,567  and  the  Secondary  School  levy  on  an  assessment  of  $3,310,376,034. 
The  difference  between  these  two  assessments  represents  property  rateable  for  the  requirements  of 
Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  rather  than  Public  Elementary  Schools.  In  this  connection,  it  should 
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be  noted  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  are  practically  all  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board  although  two  other  Separate  School  boards 
function  within  the  area.  The  Separate  School  boards  are  independent  of  both  the  Metropolitan 
Council  and  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  with  respect  to  debenture  issuance  and  all  other  matters. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  of  the  General  levy,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled 
to  receive  its  proportion  of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to 
pay  its  share  of  all  tax  deficiencies.  These  taxes  amounting  to  $851,252  with  respect  to  education 
less  deficiencies  of  $294,354  resulted  in  a  net  revenue  for  1958  of  $556,898. 

A  surplus  of  $1,657,616  on  1958  operations  was  carried  forward  as  a  revenue  item  to  abate  the  1959 
Metropolitan  levy  for  education  purposes.  (See  Surplus  Account,  page  58). 

While,  subject  to  the  approval  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board,  the  local  boards  are  responsible 
for  the  construction  of  their  schools,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  exclusive  power  to  issue  any 
debentures  required  for  financing  of  the  cost.  The  following  table  shows  the  new  school  projects  which 
during  the  past  five  years  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Council:

Of  the  $24,994,000  capital  expenditures  approved  in  1958,  approximately  36%  is  eligible  for 
Provincial  Government  grants.  It  should  be  noted  that  such  grants  representing  about  17%  of  the 
total  cost,  will  be  received  annually  over  the  lifetime  of  the  respective  debenture  debts. 

The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council  have  agreed  upon  a  formula 
(revised  from  time  to  time  since  1954)  establishing  maximum  amounts  for  which  debentures  will  be 
issued  with  respect  to  various  classes  of  schools.  Any  capital  costs  in  excess  of  the  limits  fixed  by 
this  formula  must  be  met  as  a  current  charge  by  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education.  These 
restrictions  on  capital  costs  operate  toward  accomplishing  adequate  basic  educational  facilities  through¬ 
out  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area. 

Debenture  issues  for  new  capital  expenditures  to  the  extent  that  they  are  eligible  for  legislative 
grants  are  repayable  by  annual  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  and  the  balance  by  levies 
against  the  particular  Area  Municipalities  in  which  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education  have 
jurisdiction.  An  amendment  to  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  in  1958,  provides 
that  additional  amounts  may  be  repaid  by  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  if  determined  in 
accordance  with  a  formula  of  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council 
for  uniform  application.  As  Provincial  grants  with  respect  to  schools  have  been  under  review  no  such 
formula  has  as  yet  been  approved. 


The  Metropolitan  School  Board,  in  accordance  with  permissive  legislation  passed  by  The  Ontario 
Legislature  in  March,  1959,  included  in  its  current  estimates  for  1959  an  amount  of  $3,433,966 
(representing  one-half  mill  on  the  assessment  for  Public  School  purposes  and  one-half  mill  on  the 
assessment  for  Secondary  School  purposes)  for  capital  improvements  which  would  otherwise  be 
financed  by  the  issue  of  Metropolitan  Debentures  to  be  repaid  by  levies  against  all  the  constituent 
Area  Municipalities. 


Waterworks  (See  Pages  63  and  67) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  production,  treatment,  storage,  and  wholesale 
distribution  of  water  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  Rates  fixed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  re¬ 
quired  to  be  sufficient  to  make  the  system  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  such  maintenance, 
renewals,  depreciation,  debt  charges  and  reserves  as  the  Council  deems  proper  and  any  surplus  revenues 
not  required  for  such  purposes  must  remain  at  the  credit  of  the  System.  On  February  24,  1959,  the 
Metropolitan  Council  approved  the  introduction  of  a  uniform  rate  for  the  sale  of  water  to  all  the 
Area  Municipalities,  (rates  previously  had  varied  in  consideration  of  certain  other  factors). 

Current  expenditures  in  1958  with  respect  to  the  waterworks  system  amounted  to  $9,359,850 
of  which  $3,480,597  was  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  pumping  stations,  filtration  plants, 
reservoirs,  intakes,  trunk  mains,  etc.  and  treatment  of  water,  $4,429,317  for  principal  and  interest 
charges  with  respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  and  Metropolitan  debentures,  $561,179  for  general 
administration,  $636,857  for  taxes  payable  to  Area  Municipalities,  $147,169  for  items  of  a  capital 
nature,  and  $104,731  on  winter  works  employment  plans  to  relieve  unemployment. 

Revenues  for  1958  amounted  to  $9,803,145  derived  almost  entirely  from  wholesale  water  charges 
to  the  Area  Municipalities.  The  surplus  of  $443,295  for  1958  together  with  a  surplus  brought  forward 
at  January  1,  1958,  of  $188,391  and  a  balance  of  $1,326  unexpended  funds  arising  from  the  Reserve 
for  Pumping  Units  and  Appurtenances  established  in  1954,  resulted  in  a  total  surplus  of  $633,012  as 
at  December  31,  1958,  to  be  carried  forward  to  1959. 

Capital  expenditures  for  additional  waterworks  plant,  extensions  to  existing  works  and  provision 
of  trunk  mains  in  1958  amounted  to  $7,838,390.  In  order  to  complete  works  in  progress  it  is  estimated 
that  further  capital  expenditures  of  $11,148,000  will  be  required. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  compared  to  1954,  water  filtration  capacity  has  been  increased  from 
245  million  to  355  million  gallons  daily,  trunk  mains  have  been  extended  from  94  to  182  miles, 
capacity  of  pumping  stations  from  618  million  to  1,015  million  gallons  daily  and  capacity  of  reservoirs 
from  93  million  to  123  million  gallons. 

Toronto  Transit  Commission 

Prior  to  January  1,  1954,  public  passenger  transportation  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area, 
other  than  steam  railways  and  taxis,  was  provided  in  the  City  of  Toronto  by  the  Toronto  Transpor¬ 
tation  Commission  and  in  the  other  Area  Municipalities  either  by  the  Commission  under  agreements 
or  by  privately-owned  companies.  By  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  the  new  Transit 
Commission  was  given  exclusive  power  in  this  regard  and  in  accordance  therewith  assumed  all 
liabilities  and  acquired  all  assets  of  the  former  Commission  as  well  as  property  held  by  Area  Muni¬ 
cipalities  for  services  previously  provided  by  the  former  Commission.  Except  in  connection  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  four  privately-owned  bus  lines  operating  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area 
no  compensation  was  paid  by  the  Transit  Commission. 


The  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  which  is  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council,  is  an  in¬ 
dependent  body.  Capital  expenditures  to  be  financed  by  the  issuance  of  debentures  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation,  however,  must  be  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council.  The  system  is 
required  to  be  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  all  operating  costs,  including  principal  and  interest 
charges,  with  respect  to  previously  existing  debenture  debts  assumed  and  new  debentures  issued  by 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  transit  purposes  other  than  debentures  which  may  be  issued  for 
the  proposed  new  east-west  subway  and  serviced  by  Metropolitan  tax  levies  (see  below).

On  March  30,  1954,  the  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  project  was  officially  opened  for  passenger 
traffic.  This  project,  commenced  in  1949,  consists  of  4.56  miles  of  double  track  (2.88  in  subway  and 
1.68  in  open  cut).  At  the  present  time  rush-hour  traffic  on  this  route  frequently  exceeds  a  rate  of 
30,000  passengers  per  hour,  which  compares  with  a  designed  capacity  of  40,000  passengers  per  hour. 


The  first  two  years  of  operation  on  a  Metropolitan  basis  presented  many  problems  in  the  co¬ 
ordination  and  consolidation  of  the  system  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  new  Commission 
had  to  provide  transportation  services  in  an  area  of  240  square  miles,  including  certain  non  self- 
sustaining  services,  as  compared  with  35  square  miles  in  the  case  of  the  former  Commission.  Though 
changes  were  made  in  the  fare  structure  with  a  view  to  making  the  whole  system  self-sustaining, 
such  changes  proved  inadequate  in  this  regard,  with  the  result  that  deficits  were  sustained  in  1954 
and  1955,  the  first  two  years  of  operation. 


In  June  1956,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  under  authority  given  by  amendment  to  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  made  a  grant  of  $2,300,000  to  the  Commission  on  account 
of  losses  suffered  by  the  Commission  during  the  extension  and  re-organization  of  its  system  in  the 
Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  On  July  1,  1956,  the  Commission  effected  a  123^2-cent  zone  fare  structure 
to  replace  the  former  10-cent  structure.  Favourable  acceptance  by  the  public  of  this  new  fare  structure 
produced  a  considerable  increase  in  revenue  with  the  result  that  the  year  1956  showed  a  net  income 
of  $837,747.  During  1957,  which  was  the  first  complete  year  under  the  new  fare  structure,  net  income 
was  $2,334,080,  and  in  1958,  $876,461.

Gray  Coach  Lines,  Limited,  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary,  operates  outside  the  Toronto  Metro¬ 
politan  Area.  The  revenues  and  expenditures  with  respect  to  this  subsidiary  are  not  included  in 
the  statements  presented  herein,  although  dividends  received  by  the  Commission  from  it  are  shown. 
Net  income  of  this  subsidiary  before  such  dividends  amounted  to  $339,752,  $312,010,  $686,098,  and 
$411,030  in  the  years  1955,  1956,  1957,  and  1958,  respectively. 


As  a  result  of  very  intensive  study  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  Metropolitan  Planning 
Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council,  agreement  was  reached  on  July  3rd,  1958,  on  an  extension  of  the 
T.T.C.  subway  system  as  described  and  on  the  basis  set  out  hereunder: 

(a)  That  such  extension  should  be  the  Bloor-Danforth  east-west  route  together  with  an  extension 
on  University  Avenue  parallel  to  and  connecting  with  the  Yonge  Street  line  to  take  care  of 
the  expected  increased  traffic  which  should  result  from  the  Bloor-Danforth  line.  The  cost  of 
this  project  (extending  9.85  miles)  has  been  estimated  at  $189,600,000  including  the  cost 
of  rolling  stock  but  exclusive  of  probable  partial  capitalization  of  temporary  interest  costs 
during  construction  and  without  allowance  for  recovery  from  sales  of  surplus  property, 
easements  and  air  rights. 

(b)  That  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  shall  be  the  owner  of  all  the  lands,  easements  and  air 
rights  to  be  acquired  and  shall  assume  the  acquisition  costs  of  the  right-of-way  and  ease¬ 
ments;  and  that  all  other  costs,  including  rolling  stock,  shall  be  assumed  50  per  cent  by 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  50  per  cent  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission.  In  this 
connection  it  was  recognized  that  such  subways  form  a  part  of  the  over-all  transportation 
facilities  within  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area  and  that  a  reasonable  fare  structure  must 
be  maintained.  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Amendment  Act,  1958,  provides 
that  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  may  expend  moneys  for  the  purposes  of  an  extension  to 
the  rapid  transit  system  of  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and  may  issue  debentures 
therefor  for  any  term  or  terms  not  exceeding  40  years. 

(c)  That  the  capital  expenditures  involved  shall  be  made  over  a  ten-year  period  in  accordance 
with  the  program  submitted  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission. 

(d)  That  a  two-mill  tax  levy  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  whole  Metropolitan  assessment  in  each 
of  the  years  1959  to  1968  inclusive,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  such  levy  shall  be  applied  in 
each  year  to  that  portion  of  the  capital  cost  of  the  subway  which  is  assumed  by  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation. 

On  September  5,  1958,  the  approval  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  was  given,  essentially  in 
accordance  with  the  above,  for  a  total  expenditure,  including  the  partial  capitalization  of  temporary 
interest  costs  during  construction,  of  $200,948,000,  of  which  the  share  of  the  Toronto  Transit  Com¬ 
mission  would  be  $98,671,000  to  be  met  by  the  issuance  of  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion,  and  the  share  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  would  be  $102,277,000,  of  which  $80,390,000 
would  be  met  by  direct  tax  levies,  $7,350,000  by  sales  of  surplus  lands  and  $14,537,000  by  the  issuance 
of  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.  The  foregoing  approval  was  given  subject  to  certain 
provisions  for  subsequent  review  of  the  division  of  the  cost  if  it  appears  that  the  Toronto  Transit 
Commission  is  able  to  assume  a  larger  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  project  then  outstanding  and  unpaid. 
An  appeal  by  certain  of  the  Area  Municipalities  from  the  order  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board 
was  dismissed  by  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  Ontario.  The  right  to  appeal  from  this  decision  was  denied 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and  a  motion  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  quash  the  appeal 
was  granted  by  the  said  Court. 

In  April  1959  the  Metropolitan  Council  authorized  the  inclusion  in  its  current  estimates  for 
1959  of  $6,914,000  for  a  reserve  fund  on  account  of  the  portion  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  Bloor-Danforth-University  Avenue  subway  which,  in  accordance  with  the 
order  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  referred  to  above,  is  to  be  financed  by  current  levies  during 
the  ten-year  period  1959  through  1968.

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Debenture  Debt 

The  obligation  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  debenture  debt  divides  into  two 
categories,  namely: 

(a)  the  obligation  to  provide  funds  to  the  Area  Municipalities  for  payment  of  all  outstanding 
debenture  debt  issued  by  them  for  school  purposes  and  for  works  now  vested  in  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category  is  referred  to  as  “Assumed”.) 

(b)  the  obligation  to  holders  of  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  its  own 
purposes,  including  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Area 
Municipalities,  including  their  local  Boards  of  Education.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category 
is  referred  to  as  “  Issued”.)  In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  since  January  1,  1954, 
no  Area  Municipality  has  had  the  power  to  issue  debentures. 

The  statement  on  page  28  indicates  such  debt  position  as  at  December  31,  1958.  It  will  be 
seen  that  $294,379,392  of  the  total  debt  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1958  represents  debt  assumed 
or  issued  for  the  purposes  of  the  Waterworks  System  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and 
debt  issued  for  the  purposes  of  specific  Area  Municipalities  including  their  specific  share  of  school 
debt.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  assumed  or  issued  on  account  of  the  waterworks  and  transit 
systems  are  provided  from  the  revenues  of  these  utilities.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  debt  issued  for 
specific  Area  Municipalities  are  provided  by  them  either  by  tax  levies  or  other  revenues.  The  balance 
of  the  debt  amounting  to  $175,200,175  will  be  repaid  by  Metropolitan  General  and  Education  levies 
against  all  Area  Municipalities  on  the  basis  of  their  relative  assessments.  It  may  be  noted  that  in 
addition  to  the  debt  of  $86,403,683  shown  in  the  statement  for  schools  as  repayable  by  Metropolitan 
levies,  $47,277,705  for  schools  is  included  in  the  debt  of  $168,504,726  shown  as  repayable  by  specific 
Area  Municipalities. 

Though  not  forming  part  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  debt,  it  is  of  interest  to  add  to  the  above 
figures  the  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Municipalities  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has 
not  become  responsible  for  repayment  and  thereby  present  a  consolidated  debenture  debt  statement 
with  respect  to  the  whole  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  In  this  connection,  a  very  comprehensive 
statement  is  submitted  on  pages  80  and  81  of  this  report  showing  the  municipalities  which  have  issued 
the  debentures  and  the  amounts  thereof  for  which  each  is  required  to  specifically  levy  after  deduction 
of  the  debts  on  account  of  Waterworks,  Transit,  and  Hydro-Electric  Systems.

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The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  power  to  issue  either  instalment  debentures  or  sinking  fund 
debentures.  The  Act  provides  that  upon  the  issue  of  sinking  fund  debentures  a  specific  annual 
sinking  fund  amount  shall  be  raised  which  with  the  estimated  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3%  per 
annum  capitalized  yearly  will  be  sufficient  to  repay  such  debentures  in  full  at  maturity.  All  assets 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  under  the  sole  control  and  management  of  a  Sinking  Fund  committee 
composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  two  members  appointed  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The  committee  is  required  to  keep  one  or  more  consolidated  bank 
accounts  in  which  sinking  fund  monies  and  earnings  and  proceeds  of  sinking  fund  investments  are 
deposited.  Sinking  Fund  investments  are  limited  to  securities  which  are  trustee  investments  under 
The  Trustee  Act  (Ontario) — including  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation — although  certain 
temporary  advances  and  loans  may  be  made  from  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 
(See  pages  82  and  42-44  for  outstanding  Sinking  Fund  Debentures  and  Sinking  Fund  financial  state¬ 
ments.) 

The  public  offerings  of  debentures  made  by  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  from  its 
inception  on  January  1,  1954,  to  the  recent  New  York  offering  in  July,  1959,  may  be  summarized  as 
follows:

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General  Comment: 

In  my  previous  Report,  I  quoted  certain  extracts  from  the  first  report  of  the  Commission 
appointed  in  1957  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  enquire 
into  the  organization  and  accomplishments  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Government.  The  first 
report  of  the  Commission  dealt  with  the  composition  and  organization  of  the  Metropolitan  Council 
and  the  Metropolitan  School  Board;  and  it  was  stated  therein  that  in  a  second  and  final  report  the 
Commission  would  present  a  review  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Metropolitan  Government.  Pending 
the  issuance  of  this  second  report  of  the  Commission,  I  believe  that  any  comment  herein  should  be 
confined  to  an  appraisal  of  the  financial  position  of  the  Corporation  at  present  and  the  principal 
measures  taken  to  date  to  establish  and  maintain  a  sound  financial  position  with  a  consequent  high 
credit  rating  for  our  debenture  financing. 

The  healthy  financial  position  today  of  “Metro”  is  indicated  by  the  following: 

(a)  An  assessment  of  at  present  approximately  $3,600,000,000  which  continues  to  increase  and 
of  which  about  47%  is  diversified  industrial  and  commercial  properties.  The  increase  in  1958 
amounted  to  over  $200,000,000  and  indications  this  year  are  that  the  increase  will  be  at 
least  as  large  as  and  probably  greater  than  in  1958.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that 
based  on  normal  transactions,  (i.e.,  not  involving  special  circumstances)  present  market 
values  range  from  twice  to  three  times  Assessed  Values. 

(b)  As  at  July  31,  1959,  the  net  debenture  debt  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  Area 
Municipalities  (i.e.,  gross  debt  less  the  self-liquidating  debts  with  respect  to  the  Toronto 
Transit  Commission,  Waterworks,  and  Hydro-Electric  Systems  only  and  Sinking  Funds 
against  all  other  debts)  amounted  to  approximately  $380,600,000  representing  10.40% 
of  the  total  Assessment.  It  should  be  noted  that  no  deduction  has  been  made  for  school 
debt  serviced  by  Provincial  Government  Grants  nor  for  certain  debts  of  the  Area  Munici¬ 
palities  which  are  wholly  or  partially  serviced  by  revenues  derived  from  special  services  such 
as  The  Toronto  Municipal  Abattoir,  Canadian  National  Exhibition,  Parking  Authorities,  etc. 
If  approximately  $30,400,000  of  the  school  debt  is  deducted  on  the  basis  of  recovery  by  way 
of  Provincial  Government  Grants,  the  net  debt  percentage  of  Assessment  is  reduced  to  9.57%. 
This  percentage,  I  am  sure  it  will  be  agreed,  is  very  low  even  without  taking  into  account 
present  higher  market  values  for  properties  in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Area. 

(c)  In  1958,  Tax  Collections  by  all  the  Area  Municipalities  on  account  of  current  levies  and 
arrears  amounting  to  $166,949,153  represented  99.65%  of  the  total  of  the  current  Tax  Levies. 
Total  accumulated  delinquent  taxes  amounted  to  $10,822,474  at  the  end  of  1958  of  which 
only  about  $400,000  was  on  account  of  years  prior  to  1957. 

The  following  are  the  most  important  of  the  measures  taken  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
and  certain  statutory  provisions,  which  together  serve  to  maintain  a  sound  financial  position. 

(a)  The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  developed  a  Ten-Year  Capital  Program  with  a  policy 
of  annual  review.  While  this  annual  review  involves  a  careful  consideration  of  individual 
works  with  due  regard  to  priority  of  needs  over  the  next  following  ten-year  period,  particular 
attention  is  given  to  the  proposed  capital  expenditures  and  new  commitments  in  the  current 
year  with  a  view  to  keeping  the  total  for  the  year  as  closely  as  possible  within  the  indicated 
maximum  limit  for  sound  debenture  financing. 
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(b)  In  1957,  Metropolitan  Council  made  a  special  levy  of  $6,366,246  (equivalent  to  2  mills)  to 
provide  funds  to  that  extent  for  Metropolitan  Corporation  capital  works  and  thereby  relieve 
debenturing.  In  1958  and  1959,  $6,690,221  and  $7,128,016  respectively  were  levied  for 
the  same  purpose.  In  1959,  however,  $6,914,000  of  the  $7,128,016  is  being  raised  for  a 
reserve  fund  on  account  of  the  portion  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  Bloor- 
Danforth-University  Avenue  Subway  which  is  to  be  financed  by  current  levies  over  the  years 
1959  to  1968  inclusive  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  the 
relative  order  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board.  In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  cost  of  this  subway,  viz.:  $102,277,000, 
an  amount  of  $80,390,000  will  be  raised  by  direct  tax  levies,  $7,350,000  (estimated)  by  sales 
of  surplus  lands,  and  only  $14,537,000  by  the  issuance  of  Metropolitan  Debentures. 

(c)  In  1959,  under  Permissive  Authority  of  a  1959  amendment  to  The  Municipality  of  Metro¬ 
politan  Toronto  Act,  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  included  in  its  current  estimates  an 
amount  of  $3,433,966  for  school  capital  improvements  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
financed  by  issuance  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Debentures. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  the  policy  adopted  by  Metropolitan  Council  in  1954  an  amount  of 
$5,926,600  has  been  provided  by  direct  tax  levies  in  1954  to  1959  inclusive  on  account  of 
$7,751,600  commitments  for  hospital  building  grants  ($4,990,000  of  this  latter  amount  was 
assumed  from  The  City  of  Toronto  and  The  County  of  York),  thereby  relieving  debenture 
financing. 

(e)  Certain  statutory  provisions  as  set  out  in  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act 
and  The  Ontario  Municipal  Board  Act  play  a  very  important  role  in  building  and  maintaining 
a  sound  financial  structure.  The  following  provisions  merit  special  mention  (i)  requirement 
that  all  capital  expenditures  to  be  debentured  must  be  approved  by  the  Ontario  Municipal 
Board.  Before  giving  its  approval  the  Board  examines  the  nature  of  the  expenditure,  the 
burden  of  the  repayment  charges,  the  financial  position  of  the  Corporation  and  existing 
obligations,  etc.,  and  has  the  power  to  impose  restrictions  or  conditions.  In  this  regard  it 
should  be  noted  that  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  in  practice  has  kept  the  periods  for 
repayment  of  debts  well  within  the  lifetime  of  the  respective  assets  and  in  many  cases  such 
periods  are  shorter  than  would  probably  be  approved  by  The  Ontario  Municipal  Board 
(ii)  any  operating  deficit  must  be  raised  in  the  next  following  year’s  estimates  of  current 
expenditures  (iii)  whether  issued  on  the  instalment  plan  or  the  sinking  fund  plan,  provision 
for  full  repayment  and  interest  charges  must  be  made  within  the  stated  period  of  the  loan. 
In  the  case  of  debenture  debts  contracted  under  the  sinking  fund  plan  of  repayment  the 
annual  deposits  must  not  be  determined  on  an  investment  interest  rate  higher  than  3% 
per  annum.  No  money  collected  for  sinking  fund  purposes  can  be  used  to  pay  other  than 
debt  obligation.  Any  sinking  fund  deficit  must  be  provided  out  of  current  funds  of  the 
Corporation  (iv)  all  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  are  direct,  joint  and 
several  obligations  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  Area  Municipalities.
